when it was learned that the local 
mentor had been offered a lucrative 
position to direct gridiron activities at 
the Episcopal Academy, near Phila- 
delphia, and that Mr. Wood would 
pursue his studies at the University 
of Pennsylvania preparatory to re- 
ceiving his Ph.
